Father.to Lose’ Child, 

And now, although .Woodward 
lodged here in the Addison 
jail pending an investigation, it. ap- 
nears that the ex-convict has achieved 
his humanitarian object and that lit- 
tle Lucille will be taken away from 
the father who, she declares, abused 
her and even threatened her’ with 
death. 2 

The man-hunt, unprecedented in 
New England, was precipitated when 
Walter. Chatterton, the father, angri- 
ly threatened Lucille because her 
childish hand -carelessly spilled a

CRIMINAL JUSTICE 


United States Declared 
Far Behind Canada and 
England in Prosecution 
of Criminal Cases.

Washington, May 1.—Oil men who 
fled the country recently to avoid 
testifying in the Teapot Dome trial 
were inferentially condemned in a 
speech before the American Law in- 
stitute here by former Governor Her- 
bert S. Hadley of Missouri. Hadley 
mentioned no names, but he left no 
doubt as to who he had in mind. 

“There has been a recent notable 
iinpairment of justice in the fact that 
representatives of business interests 
‘nave gone to other countries when 
they were wanted as witnesses here,” 
liadley said. “I regard a fugitive 
from service as second only to a fugi- 
tive from justice.” 

Criticism Is Applauded. 

Lawyers, judges’ and law profes- 
sors present applauded this criticism 
Hadley became a_ national figure 
when, as attorney general of Missouri. 
h> prosecuted the famous cases 
against the Standard Oil, the Har- 
vester company and_ the = lumber 
trust. : 

Former Assistant Attorney General 
Crim, who conducted the Forbes 
nrosecution at Chicago, congratuléted 
Yadley afterward. } 

“You are working on the right 
lines,” he said. His speech was made 
it presenting the report of the insti- 
fute‘s survey of defects in criminal 
justice. 

Crimes More Numerous, 

“There is more crime in this coun- 
try in preportion ta population than 
there is in England or Canada,” the 
resort stated. “A much larger pro- 
portion of these who commit. erimes 
are not apprehended in this country, 
as compared with the two countries 
mentioned. This emphasizes the gen- 
eral inadequacy of cur police depart- 
ments and police officers. 

“Not over once in ten is the com- 
mission of a major crime in the 
United States followed by adequate 
punishment of the criminal,” Hadley 
said. 

“Of cases which go to prosecution, 
not more than 25 to 30 per. cent re- 
sult in adequate punishment, and of

Base Lines Provided.

tecommendation by the grand jury 
for resumption of use of the lash 
in administering punishment in Ful- 
ton county convict camps, Friday 
night was met by a statement from 
Charles N. Walker, who led the 
fight of 1923, which ended in an of- 
ficial ban on flogging, that such a 
step will be fought to the bitter end. 

The grand jury, in urging return 
of the lash just before it was dis- 
charged by Superior Court Judge E. 
D. Thomas Friday, declared stocks 
and dungeons now employed in dis- 
ciplining unruly prisoners are far less 
humane and less efficient because 
they often are responsible for serious 
injury and illness among convicts. 

Will Fight Return. 

Mr. Walker, who is a well-known 
civic leader, head of the prison wel- 
fare commission of the committee 
on church cooperation and of the 
churches prison commission durijug 
the fight against the lash in 1923, 
told The Constitution Friday night 
that the churches prison commission 
will be reorganized immediately to 
confrunt this move for return of the 
lash and to correct other evils exist- 
ing in the state. 

“In 1928 we proved = conclusively 
that the lash was barbarous and 
that is use is absolutely contrary to 
the constitution of Georgia, which ex- 
pressly provides that ne man _ shail 
be flogged for a crime,” Mr. Walk- 
er stated. “Governor Hardwick, 
who was then in office, officially 
ordered flogging discontinued on the 
strength of our showing, and 
not believe thatthe publis ever again 
will countenance this great evil, which 
it condemned in such wide-spread 
and unmistakable fashion in 1923. 
The organization I represent 18 pre- 
pared to fight any such proposal to 
the bitter end, and I for one refuse 
to take this move for resumption of 


barbarism seriously.” 
Examination for Drivers. 

A law, similar in tenor to those 
now in effect in scveral states in the 
union, requiring examination and 
license of all automobile drivers, was 
another important recommendation in 
the presentments. Such a_ ruling 
would require whysical and mental 
‘examinations for every automobile 
pilot in the state. 

Consolidation of Ailanta ang Ful- 
ton county school systems with “two 
adjoining counties’ was a third rec- 
ommendation of the grand jury. Ade- 
quate reductions iu the Fulton coun- 
ty tax rate, which is $1.50 on $100, 
and passage of a state law against 
conspiracy to violate the prohibition 
law and theft of automobiles were 
other recommendations. 

Commerdation cf the work of coun- 
ty officials in the administration of 
the county almshouse, the jail and 
roads and bridges, was included in 
the presentments. 

Accident Toll High. 

Atlanta’s auto death and accident 
toll for the first four months of 1920 
was double the number of deaths 
and accidents for the same pertod in 
1924, according to a report submitted 
to the grand jury by’ the Atlanta 
Safety Council. Thus far in 1925 26 
deaths are attributed to automobiles ; 
95 to other accidents, with 378 in- 
jured, as compared to 13 deaths by

REVISE EDUCATION 
SYSTEM OF STATE, 
CANDLER PLEADS 


Head of Inspecting Com- 
mittee of State Institu- 
tion Raps General Lack 
of Coordination. 


REBUILT SYSTEM 
IS GREATEST NEED 


Committee Completes 
Work Until May 14, 
When Findings Will Be 
Compiled for Legislature. 


General revision of the present 
Georgia educational system is essen- 
tlal in any plan for a greater Geor- 
gia, in the opinion of C. Murphey 
Candler, chairman of a commission of 
business leaders, appointed by Goy- 
ernor Clifford Walker, which con- 
cluded its exhaustive survey of the 
state supported institutions and de- 
partments, late Friday. 

{t is Mr. Candler’s opinion that 
the educational work of the state 
should be coordinated and that lack 
of coordination among the _state’s 
bigher educational institutions is one 
of the outstanding faults of the pres- 
ent system. 

The commission adjourned Friday 
until May 14, after inspecting con- 
Citions at Georgia Tech and the 
Georgia Training ‘School for Girls. It 
already had completed surveys of in- 
stitutions net in Atlanta and when 
members meet again May 14, will 
conclude work with an inspection of 
the Confederate Soldiers’ home and 


conferences. with heads of various 
state -department"~.,Findings in the 
‘form of a report and recommerda- 


in June will follow. 
Coordination Needed. 


In an interveiw. given to “The 
Week,” a publication issued by the 
utilities information committee of 
Georgia, Chairman Candler voiced his 
views in regard to Georgia’s educa- 
tional needs. 

“Without going into detail I can 
speak generally and say that lack 
of coordination among our higher edu- 
cational institutions is one of the 
faults of the present system,” ie 
said. ‘“‘Lack of sufficient money, of 
course, is one of the most glaring 
weaknesses but this is something that 
cai be remedied. But to get the 
money needed and to form a stable 
system which can be expanded froim 
ti:.e to time to meet growing condl- 
tiins we must first of all have co- 
ordination of ort among the sup- 
porters of all the schools. We must 
have the friends of this school and 
that school working together for the 
good of the entire educational sys- 
tem, rather than fighting among 
themselves for a mere pittance to keep 
them barely existing in a state of 
P virtual starvation. 

Mr. Candler pointed out that this 
co-ordination would naturally elimi- 
nate a lot of the duplication work be- 
ing done by some of the institutions. 

“In our survey we found in some 
instanees three or four schools serv- 
ing one territory, all poorly equipped. 
all lacking in many things where one 
sthool would serve.” he continued. 
“One school. throuch co-ordination of 
effort. should supplant the three and 
then this one school could be provided 
with proner equipment. could be fur- 
nished with more teachers who would 
he abler teachers through the better 
sainries that. could be paid and at 
the same time could serve much het- 
ter a larger number of students than

they make no serious mistakes 

from now on, and provided the 
growing séason is normal.

gia bankers not only went on rec- 


ord for withholding credit from 
farmers who refused to grow their 
own food and feed crops, but agreed 
to substantially help in a movement 
to promote a balanced farm pro- 
gram throughout the state. 

And yet, meeting the challenge 
of misrepresentation as we can by 
facts and figures, we cannot con- 
tent ourselves with the idea that 
‘all is well in Georgia.”’ All is not 
well. And the criticisms contained 
in the Johnstown Democrat are more 
friendly and less caustic than those 
contained in a great many outside 
newspapers from time to time. 
Georgia needs to progress along the 
lines set out, and as The Democrat 
sees with such sound vision, and in 
progressing she needs to remedy 
of the causes that lead to 
these Outside criticisms.

But it is just 
outside editorials as that quoted 
today that ought to challenge our 
best efforts not only to strengthen 
our weak points, but to let the 
world know the truth—by our own 
performances.

According to John E. Edgerton, 
president of the National $ssocia- 
tion of Manufacturers, business and 
prospects for the summer, through- 
out the United States, are on A 
healthier and more stable basis 
than at any time since the war. His 
statement, just issued from New 
York to that effect, is based on 
10,000 replies by leading indus- 
tries to a questionnaire, the survey 


covering practically every industry | 


in the United Statés. According 


to the summary— 


“Stahjlity has supplanted hysteria] 


and indecision. Production is at a 
healthy flpw; wages are high, employ- 


ment is on the increase, competition | 


is keen, consumers’ prices are lower, 
and price variations are less severe 
than a year ago. This condition will 
prevail for th® next few months at 
least. The country is now going 
through a purchasing era, not of boom 
proportions, but of steady persistence 
that gives basis for unusual confi- 
dence. 

“Compared with a year ago, 51 per 
cent of the reporting industries find 
the volume of business higher, some 
of these recording an increase as larg 
as 100 per cent; 30 per cent reports 
that the volume of business remains 
the same. In about 19 per cent of 
the industries it has shown a slug- 
gishness or a general falling off. Bet- 
ter buying has enabled some manu- 
facturers to reduce wholesale prices 
as much as 10 per cent, while many 
others~have made cuts of from 2 to 8 
per cent. 

“For the immediate summer 
prospects are bright or stable in 3 
per cent of the industries.”

He has an unusually fine pair 
of eyes and what he sees he thinks 
about, and what he thinks he writes 
about. And he is so sterling and so 
true in nis thinking that I find him 
most interesting. : 

No two persons will think the 
same about anything they both see at 
the same time.

Of course it is better to think out 
an unusually expressed thought than 
to shape it from something read in 
u book or newspaper. 

Those who are our greatest writers 
write from the closest obserfation.

Reading is a stimulant. It can be 
herdly more. 

Thinking is more than a stimulant.

You shculd form the habit of think- 
ing about everything vou see, about 
every person- with whom. you \ come 
in contact, about every object of in 
terest. 

Reading should be taken up on a 
Lroad scale. And you should be con- 
stantly aspiring toward better writ- 
ten books all the time. 

Do a great deal of thinking. while 
ether folks talk.

And. of course. the other 
important way tc learn more is to 
read more—mor2 and more.

When Secretary 
Hughes took iis stand squarely for 
the world court, with the backing first 
of President WHarding and then of 
President Coolidge, Senator Borah be- 
gan to find occasion for criticism. He 
seemed to be.in favor of some sort of

istence. But his opposition was more 
latent than active. Then a very im- 
portant thing happened in the senate 
which convinced Senator Borah, as 
the story runs, that he was going to 
have the power to make his flaming 
sword of opposition effective. 
thing was the president’s unsuccessful 
endeavor to secure the confirmation 
in the senate of his nomination of 
Charles B. Warren as attorney gen- 
eral. The head and front of this op- 
position was Senator Borah. He won 
his fight and he now feels that the 
administration, in its foreign policy, 
especially as related to the world 
court, is wholly at his merey. Even 
Secretary Kellogg, in the address he 
has just made, put in some qualifica- 
tions about an international court 
rather than the world court of inter- 
national justice. 

This stor¥ undoubtedly represents 
an accurate description of the dead- 
lock which seems likely to arise be- 
tween *the executive and legislative 
branches of the government on the 
question of the world court. Prac- 
tically every part of the story is 4 
narrative of facts that are known, 
People who are politically weather- 
Wise are beginning to see a situation 
quickly coming into rigid form that 
will profoundly affect the foreign 
policies of the government. Indeed, 
there are many who begin to s7¢ on 
the horizon line of coming events an 
inevitable contest between President 
Coolidge and Senator Borah that will 
be very similar to the one that was 
waged with such relentless power be- 
tween Woodrow 
Cabot Lodge.

TRUTH AND TWATTLE ABOUT 
TWINS. 


There are two kinds of twins. 
About 15 per cent of all twins are 
from one ovum, and Sd5«per cent origi- 
nate from two separate eggs. 

The birth of twins is probably not 
£tavistic, put simply an indication of 
superfertility. Naturalists have no- 
tieed that in seasons when an un- 
usually abundant crop of dandelions 
or hazel nuts occurs a greater number 
of double flowers or double nuts oc- 
cur. 

In America one in 94 births is a 
twin birth, according to the statistics 
in more than a million births. 

In -about two-thirds of all twin 
Lirths the twins are of the same sex; 
in one-third they are opposite sex. 

As a rule, one twin is_ larger, 

neavier and stronger than the other. 
This is less remarkable than it would 
be if they were identical in.-all re- 
spects. There is'no evidence, how- 
ever, that the greater vigor of one 
twin is in any way detrimental to 
the other, whether the twins origi- 
nated from the single ovum or from 
separate ova. Of course, it is hard 
luck for one twin if the other gets 
the jump on him, because you see 
they are two trying to live as cheaply 
as one, and a twin makes no bones 
about taking advantages of the oppvo- 
sition if he gets the chance. 
. Francis Galton sent questionnaires 
to twins or their relatives and re- 
ceived SO replies, 35 going into de- 
tails. From these he noted that the 
color of hair and eyes was almost 
always identical, the speaking voices 
alike even if the twins sang in dif- 
ferent keys, the handwriting was 
usually dissimilar, though in one in- 
stance two brothers could not dis- 
tinguish their own writing, and the 
personal manner was usually alike. 
In several cases both twins had the 
same peculiarities of structure, such 
us crooked little fingers, and frequent- 
ly both twins developed the same dis- 
ease at the same time, not necessari- 
ly contagious disease. In a few in- 
stances the ideas seemed to turn in 
the same channel, for instance one 
twin would start to sing or say some- 
ining, which the other would finish. 
This ts amusing, but doesn’t mean 
enything., Galton found that the 
testes, characters, temperaments and 
affections of twins were more often 
dissimilar. Esau and Jacob were 
such a pair. 

Homologous twins (from one ovum) 
have greater physical resemblances 
than analogous twins (from separate 
ova); even the finger prints and the 
lines of the palm show marked simi- 
larity’ in homologous twins. In fact, 
when the \finger prints or sole prints 
are nearly identical, this is taken as 
evidence that they are both from the 
same ovum. 

Twins have a distinctly higher 
mortality rate than single newborn 
children. After the age of 5 years 
the mortality rate is about the same 
as it is for non-twins. 

There is a popular superstition that 
twins are sterile, or that one of the 
twins, particularly a twin sister, is 
certain to prove sterile, but the rather 
frequent observation of twin sisters 
with large and luxurious families 
tather spoils this theory.

Answer—As a rule this condition, 
which physicians call lordosis, is due 
to weakness of the lumbar and belly 
muscles, or the abdominal muscles 
it you want to be prudish about it. 
The lumbar muscles are the heavy 
muscles near the spine in the back, 
and they are abdominal muscles just 
as certainly as are the belly muscles 
in the front wall of the abdomen. The 
usual cause of the weakness is neg- 
lect of education, lack of physical 
training.

What is the origin of the game of 
baseball? 

The origin is somewhat obscure, al- 
though authorities are strongly of the 
opinion that it is a development of 
the old English game of rounders. The 
first appearance of any game. simi- 
lar to baseball in this country was 
in the early 19th century, A game 
known ag “One Old Cat” was popular 
with schoolboys in the North Atlantic 
states.

Washington, Mar 1.— President 
Coolidge wants the country to forget 
Washington for the next six months 
and devote itself whole-heartedly io 
its private business. His view is that 
the less the country hears. about 
Washington for a while, the iess 
it is harassed by meddlesome officials, 
and the greater certainty and peace 
of mind there is regarding national 
policies, the better off the country 
will be as a result. 

It was made clear at the white 
house Friday that President Coolidge 
hoped that the govermment here

1.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press. )}— Winston Churchill, 
chancellor of the exchequer, escaping 
for a time from the labor howls that 
drowned out his budget exposition in 
the house of commons last night, took 
his argument direct to the voters ‘to- 
day in addressing a meeting of the 
conservative Primrose league at Al- 
bert hall. He made a spirited de- 
fense of the national balance sheet, 
which he presented to parliament en 
Tuesday.

Asserting this. condition ‘“empha- 
sizes the general inadequncy of our 
police department and peace officers,” 
the report said: 

“A Jarger proportion of those who 
ar prosecuted for crime in this coun- 
try escape conviction and  punish- 
ment than in England or Canada. 
There are too many indicted who are 
not tried; too many who are prose- 
cuted are acquitted and too few con- 
victed, and too many of those who 
are indicted escape prosecution, con- 
viction or punisiment in ways other 
than by acquittal.

Washington, May 1.—Discyssing 
transportation problems, partictlarly 
those of .inereasingly' congested tities, 
President Coolidge declared in an ad- 
dress: to secretaries of . automobile 
clubs in conference here today, that 
instead of using new transit facilities | 
to end overcrowding, the people seem- 
ed determined to crowd themselves 
more than ever. | 

As a result, he contended, there is 
need for “concerted, fundamental and 
courageous consideration of all the 
questions involved,” which he added, 
“reach a hundred times deeper than 
the mere superficial preblem of get- 
ting streams of motor cars moved 
through city streets. 

The president urged the 150 motor 
club secretaries, who had gathered at 
the south portico of the white house 
to hear his greeting, to take the 
“broadest and most’ inclusive view” 
of the problems confronting them. 
These, he said. include’ the physical 
configuration of our cities, the direc- 
tion of the mighty currents of the 
nation’s commerce, and the continent- 
wide distribution of population and 
industry.” . 

Declaring that in planning the lay- 
out of cities years ago. it was impos- 
sible to foresee the “transportation 
revolution.” Mr. Coolidge said that 
some recent studies of engineers and 
sotiologists “haye led to doubts wheth- 
er the superior efficiency of the very 
creat cities as business, industrial and 
eultural centers can be taken altogeth- 
er for granted.” 

“They have advantages,” he added, 
“but they also have disadvantages; 
and the disadvantages seem to be 
multiplying fastest.”’

Washington, May 1.—The federal 
trade commission has dismissed an 
application for a complaint against 
the Kennecott Copper corporation In 
which it was charged with having ac- 
quired the stock of the Utah Copper 
company in violation of the Clayton 
act. : 
Dismissal of the application became 
known tonight through publication of 
a dissent from the action by rps 
sioners Thompson and Nugent, which 
stated that the majority of the com- 
mission had based its refusal to issue 
the complaint on an opinion by the 
commission’s chief counsel that the 
purchase of the Utah company’s stock 
by the Kennecott corporation had “not 
been used to bring about a substan: 
tial lessening of competition.”

How retail prices in several of the 
woild’s leading countries have re- 
cently compared with pre-war prices 
is illustrated in the above chart 
which shows the position of food 
prices indexes, as of December, 1924, 
as collected from various sources by 
the U. S. Department of Labor.

BIG GAINS SEEN 
IN WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, Ma 1.—Exciting upturns/ 


in price, amoufiting in some cases to 
nine cents a bushel, resuited today 
from unofficial crop estimates sug- 
gesting that the United States would 
harvest »001,000.000 bushels less wheat 
this vear than last. The close ia the 
wheat market was feverish. Six to 
S 1-2 cents: a bushel net higher 
May $1.59 1-4 to $1.60 and July $1.50 
to $1.50 1-4, corn 2 1-2 cents to 3 
cents up, oats at 3-4 to 1 5-3@t 3-4 
cents gain, and pruvisions showing an 
advance ranging from 25 cents to 
02 cents. 

Big broadening of the volume of 
trading as well as soaring of values 
kept the wheat pit in a_ turmoil 
throughout the ‘day. Searcely any- 
thing but the extraordinary adverse 
character of the monthly crop re- 
ports issued today from various well 
recognized private seurces was given 
the least attention. These reports 
were made public soon after the mar- 
ket opened, and were followed by a 
series of rapid upward. swings which 
sent new crop deliveries higher and 
higher until the very last moment 
before the close gongs made further 
transactions impossible. May deliv- 
ery, representing wheat already on 
hand, scored even a sharper advance 
than the new crop months, July and 
September, but reacted to a moderate 
extent in the final dealings. 

According to the crop figures vhich 
today took the wheat trade by sur- 
prise, the exportation surplus. of 
wheat In the United States would ap- 
parently be reduced to nearly ihe 
vanishing point the coming season, 
In some quarters, the assertiom was 
made that if the estimates were cor- 
yect the .new crop year, beginning 
July 1, would start with this coun- 
try on a strictly domestic basis. An 
average of the unofficial forecasts 
of the 1925 yield of domestic winter 
wheat made the amount 438,000,000 
bushels, compared with 474,000,000 
hushels a month ago and 590,000,000 
bushels last year. The most radical 
of the current estimates. placed the 
total domestic crop at 672,000,000 
bushels, spring and winter wheat 
combined, against domestic require- 
ments of 660.000,000. bushels. Aban- 
donment of winter wheat acreage was 
figured at 20.7 per cent. a rate ex- 
ceeded but once before in history. 

Corn and oats advanced in sym- 
pathy with wheat and on account of 
export business both in corn and oats, 
especially 1,000,000 bushels of oats. 

Provisions were responsive to 
bulges in grain.

‘+ “Instead of deriving any benefit, 
the city may be seriously harmed by 
holding the election. It will disrupt 
the morale of the school department 
for the remainder of the year, and 
undoubtedly will eause a_ serious 
breach between the school depart- 
ment’and eilty council, regardless of 
how the peonle vote. 

“In addition, it will mean a 
less expenditure of about $1,200. and 
will upset work in the city clerk's 
ofice, as clerks will he forced to de- 
vote much time toward getting up 
registration Jists. 

“Instead of fighting with the school 
department, we should do everything 
invour power to help it and they 
should act in the same spirit. It is 
eertail that no one can get any gooil 
from constant quarreling.

Needed for Wounded 
Heroes of War. 


Appealing to organizations of At- 
lanta, which have not already given 
their aid to the American Red Cross 
in their work with ex-service men and 
their families, to get behind the move- 
ment which is giving these afflicted 
«oldiers help they can not get from 
other sources, the Atlanta chapter of 
the Red Cross issued the following 


statement: 
“Che work of the American Red 


Cross is needed today aud will he 
needed during many future Gays; tie 
women of Atlanta have responded iv 
the calls upon them in the past and 
some are still heeding the call of the 
present but many more workers are 
needed to give to the ex-servic men 
and hteir families practical help sucti 
as it is obviously impossible for our 
government to supply. 
Many Still Sick. 

“Hundreds, even thoveands of men 
who fought in the world war are atill 
sick and suffering in hospitals 
throughout the country. Wounds which 
heal slowly, if at all; lost limbs, im- 
paired vital organs, mental ailments, 
all keep men months and months in 
hospitals. These men are having tlie 
most scientific medical and. surgical 
care; théy have expert nursing, prop- 
er food, adequate clothing and every 
requisite attention which illness de- 
mands.

_ Improvement Noted. 

“Miss Mabel Boardman explained 
all this when she was in Aftlauta u 
few weeks ago and following her visit 
there was a. decided improvement in 
the amount of work done for the Red 
Cross, but more work is badly needed. 
There are pajamas, bath robes, hos- 
pital “‘nightingales,’” or a sort of 
shoulder covering for bed patients, to 
be made as well as much material to 
equip a Red Cross loan closet and for 
emergency relief work. 

“Women’s organizations may recelve 
the necessary materials for this work 
together with full and accurate in- 
structions for making the needed gar- 
ments. These may be taken home vy 
individuals or may be had by sewing 
circles in churches, clubs or neigh- 
borhood groups. The Red Cross 
needs this work and the Atlanta chap- 
ter urges that it be done during the 
next few montlis. 

“One feature of this work which 
will interest many women is the mak- 
ing of baby layettes for the wives of 
ex-service men and a supply of such 
layettes should always be kept on 
hand at the Red Cross office. 

Supplies Needed. 

“Emergency relief supplies are also 

neéded for, if the Atlanta chapter had 
been called upon to send 1,000 band- 
ages to the stricken people. of Illineas 
during the recent disaster in that state 
it would have been impossible te 
have met the request. 
_ “This creates a feeling of unrest 
in the hearts of the chapter officials 
and because of this fact this call 
goes out to every woman’s organiza- 
tion in Atlanta as well as to every 
woman, whether she is a member of 
the Red Cross chapter or not.” 

Responses to the call sent out soon 
after Miss Boardman’s visit did come 
to the chapter from the 29 organizua- 
tions and the five individuals listed 
below, but when this number is com- 
pared with the full list of Atlanta or- 
ganizations and individuals it seems 
pitifully small. 

Some beautiful work has been done; 
the chapter has received 36 bathrobes ; 
of pajamas, 24 hospital nightingales 
and a number. of layettes. These are 
made most attractively, and the bath 
robes are especially worthy of men- 


tion.
